The 
bureau  has  been  able  to  fill  all 
requests  promptly  and  has  been 
more  than  glad  to  receive  calls 
for  help,  whether  routine  or  on  the 
tanusunl  side.

Fulbright  Act  advisor  sets  deadline 
for  applications  to  study  abroad 

Applications  from  Brigham  Young  University  students 
or  faculty  members  wishing  to  study  abroad  under  provision 
of  the  Fulbright  act  will  be  received  by  Dr.  Harold  W.  Lee, 
associate  professor  of  modem  languages  and  Fulbright  act 
adviser  at  BYU,  until  Dec.  1,  Dr.  Lee  said  today. 

The  Fulbright  act  provides  opportunities  for  648  citizens 
of  the  United  States  to  undertake  graduate  study;  teaching 
on  the  university  or  secondary  school  level,  or  post-doctoral 
research  abroad  during  the  1950-51 
academic  year.  Countries  in  which 
opportunities  for  study  will  be  a- 
vailable  include  Belgium,  Luxem- 
borg,  Burma,  Greece,  the  Nether- 
lands, New  Zealand,  the  Phillipines, 
tho  United  Kingdom,  and  France. 

Additional  exchange  agreements 
are  expected  to  be  arranged  for 
the  year  with  Italy,  Norway  and 
Iran.  The  number  of  grants  avail- 
able in  these  countries  will  be  an- 
nounced later  and  applications  will 
be  accepted  when  the  announce- 
ments are  made. 

The  awards  have  been  set  up 
under  a congressional  act  which 
authorizes  the  Department  of  State 
to  use  certain  foreign  currencies  and 
credits  acquired  through  the  sale 
of  surplus  property  abroad  for  pro- 
grams of  educational  exchange  with 
other  nations. 

Grants  are  normally  made  for 
one  academic  year  and  are  renew- 
able only  in  exceptional  cases. 
Grants  to  Americans  usually  include 
round  trip  transportation,  tuition  or 
stipend,  a living  allowance  and  a 
small  amount  for  necessary  books 
and  equipment. 

Full  information  on  the  program 
and  methods  of  applying  is  avail- 
able at  Dr.  Lee's  office  in  the  North 
building  on  the  upper  campus.

The  play  is  one  of  the  most 
foqpeful  of  its  type  and  is  filled 
with  explosive  emotions,  building 
up  the  situations  to  an  exciting 
pitch. 

It  is  an  example  of  dynamic 
writing,  receiving  added  strength 
over  the  movie  version  by  the  type 
of  language  which  is  used.  It  is 
staged  for  adult  audiences  and  is 
not  cut  as  it  had  to  be  for  most 
movie-goers. 

Since  it  is  the  first  play  of  the 
season  it  is  being  anxiously  awaited 
by  all  those  who  remembered  last 
years'  performances  of  Seventh 
Heaven,  Dream  Girl,  and  The  Wins- 
low Boy.

Thomas  L.  Martin  will  represent  the 
Brigham  Young  University  next 
week  at  the  convention  in  Mil- 
waukee, Wis.,  of  the  Soil  Science 
Society  of.  America. 

Dr.  Martin,  who  is  dean  of  the 
College  of  Applied  Science,  left 
Tuesday  to  attend  the  conference, 
which  will  attract  1500  university 
and  experiment  station  soil  re- 
searchists. He  will  stop  over  at 
Columbus,  Ohio,  to  visit  with  a 
son,  Dr.  William  Martin,  professor 
of  soil  microbiology  at  Ohio  State 
university,  and  Boyd  Page,  profess- 
or of  oil  physics,  both  of  whom  are 
BYU  graduates. 

At  the  Milwaukee  convention, 
which  opens  Monday,  120  papers, 
prepared  by  men  who  have  achieved 
recognition  in  their  field,  will  be 
presented.  Thirteen  of  the  reports- 
have  been  prepared  by  graduates 
of  the  BYU  agronomy  department, 
according  to  Dr.  Martin.

Utah’s  football  situation  thus  far 
this  season  is  in  a bad  way. 

The  only  Utah  team  to  have  a 
victory  in  the  Skyline  Six  confer- 
ence standings  this  season  is  the 
inevitable  Utah  Redskins  who  gam- 
ed a second-half  victory  over  the 
Brigham  Young  Cougars  in  the  Lake 
City  a few  weeks  back.  (Well, 
somebody  had  to  win!) 

On  the  other  hand,  the  three 
“out-of-state”  football  teams  have 
had  the  upper  hand  in  conferendfe 
standings. 

Wyoming’s  Cowboys  laid  on  the 
heat  Saturday  when  they  lassoed 
the  Utah  Redskins  for  a hysterical 
and  initial  13-0  victory  over  the 
Utes  from  Salt  Lake. 

In  Logan,  the  Farmers  took  a 
20-7  drubbing  from  the  Colorado 
University  eleven  from  Boulder.  The 
Aggies  led  in  the  first  stanza,  but 
the  CU  boys  were  too  powerful  and 
rolled  over  them  in  the  second 
half. 

Meanwhile,  the  Cougars  from 
BYU  tasted  defeat  for  the 
sixth  straight  game  losing  to  the 
air  and  ground  powered  Denver 
Pioneers  in  the  mile-high  city’s 
homecoming  Saturday  afternoon. 

Wyoming  is  doped  to  take  the 
conference  football  cup  this  year 
after  taking  three  wins  and  no 
losses  in  conference  standings  in 
the  mid-way  mark.  Second  place 
Denver  has  defeated  two  Utah 
schools,  Utah  and  BYU  and  are 
pointing  for  a win  over  the  less 
powerful  Utah  Aggies  from  Logan.

Pioneers  power  over  winless  Cougars 
in  penalty-filled  35-7  ‘reughhouse’ 

The  Brigham  Young  University  helped  to  provide  a 
happy  homecoming  for  14,000  University  of  Denver  fans  Sat- 
urday afternoon  by  walking  off  the  field  as  victims  of 
35-7  football  game. 

As  has  been  the  case  in  several  previous  games  this  seas- 
on, the  Cougars  lost  the  contest  in  the  first  few  minutes  of 
play.  The  Pioneers  scored  three  quick  touchdowns  in  the  first 
nuarter  and  another  in  the  second,  making  the  half  time

The  game  was  very  roughly  play- 
ed. Denver  was  penalized  11  times 
for  illegal  use  of  the  hands  and 
other  such  infractions.  They  lost 
a total  of  180  yards  through  pen- 
alties, while  the  Y lost  50.

Post  war  invasion 

More  students  living  on  campus  now 
than  registered  at  Y in  war  years 

Did  you  know  that  at  the  present  time  there  are  1240 
students  living  on  the  campus?  This  is  more  than  the  total 
number  of  students  which  were  registered  at  the  “Y”  during 
the  war  years  of  1943-44  when  the  total  enrollment  was  1155. 

The  distribution  of  students  living  in  Church-owned  hous- 
ing facilities  is:  Girls  dorms:  Allen  Hall,  116;  Knight  Hall, 
150;  New  Dorm,  343.  Men’s  dorms,  Wymount,  seven  dorms, 
346.  Family  units,  Wymount  apartments,  200  families.  Co-op 

houses,  Dennis,  6;  Hunter,  4;  Iona,  

31,  Nielsen,  10;  Warnick,  16;  We- 
ona,  8;  Young,  10. 

There  are  approximately  1450 
local  resident  students  attending 
the  “Y”  living  in  Utah  County. 

This  leaves  roughly  2205  students 
who  are  living  in  the  community. 

The  people  of  Provo  have  respon- 
ded well  to  the  university’s  call  for 
housing  accomodations  in  private 
homes,  according  to  the  housing 
office.  There  is  no  need  for  any 
student  to  put  up  with  poor  living 
conditions  in  the  downtown  area 
as  there  are  still  a large  number 
of  good  vacancies  to  be  filled. 

Wymount  Dorm  members  are 
forming  a Wymount  Men’s  Dorm 
Council  which  will  be  composed 
of  three  men  elected  from  each 
dorm  to  represent  the  group  in  per- 


iodical committee  meetings  where 
standards  and  operations  of  the 
dorms  will  be  discussed. 

A similar  council  for  the  Girls 
Dorms  is  being  set  up  and  a third 
council  body  will  be  organized  for 
the  Co-op  houses  with  the  senior 
resident  of  each  house  represent- 
ing the  group. 

Through  these  councils,  inter- 
dorm activity  is  to  be  scheduled 
with  exchange  dances  and  parties 
between  the  men’s  and  women’s 
units. 

One  of  the  first  items  to  be 
instituted  by  the  councils  will  be 
an  emergency  evacuation  plan. 
Drills  will  be  practiced  for  the  eff- 
iciency of  action  to  be  taken  in  case 
of  emergency.
